LONDON (AP) — Fears grew 
Sunday that a giant British 
freighter plane carrying secret 
equipment to an Australian rocket 
range may have been forced down 
in Soviet territory. 


Meanwhile the Soviet Union said 
it had no knowledge of the plane. 


The four-engine Avro Tudor with 
12 men aboard has been missing 
since Thursday over the rugged 
mountains of eastern Turkey, 
about 100 miles from the Soviet 
border. 


“CLASSIFIED ITEMS” 

A Supply Ministry spokesman 
disclosed that “there were certain 
classified items on the aircraft.” 


He said he was not in a position 
to identify them. 


In Nicosia, Cyprus, from where 
a search is being directed, a Roy- 
al Air Force spokesman acknowl- 
edged the possibility that the Tu- 
dor had been forced down on the 
Soviet frontier. 


In London the chairman of the 
air charter firm which owns the 
aircraft said: ‘“‘We cannot rule out 
that the plane has been forced 
down in Russia, but we must as- 
sume it is down in the mountains.” 


SLIGHT ERROR 


British aircraft have been in- 
structed to keep closely to their 
course when flying in that region 
of Turkey, but a slight navigation 
error could take a plane within 
the Soviet air defense network.

probably awed cave men. 


“This phenomonon was by de- 
scription, a meteor,’ Calder. said. 
“The meteorite is that remnant 
which survives the flight through 
earth’s atmosphere. The average 
meteor that we see, which is as 
bright as a star in the Big Dipper, 
is about the size of a grain of 
sand.” 


Dr. Calder said that the met- 
eor’s tremendous speed (about 40 
miles per second when meeting 


which gives off brilliant light be- 
fore it. He said that the Mach I 
speed which is normally associ- 
ated with aircraft at the speed 
of sound (roughly 700 miles per 
hour) becomes about Mach 200 
when dealing with meteor speeds. 

“IT doubt if this was a satellite 
burning,”” Dr. Calder said. ‘‘Most 
of the satellites travel from west 
to east.”

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Milledgeville Data 
Is ‘Must’ Reading 


We recommend as “must” reading— 
for every Georgian who can read—the 
complete report to the governor of the 
committee of physicians on Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 

It shames us all. 

It should shock us out of 116 years 
of neglect of our mentally ill. If it does 
not, our shame should know no bounds. 

The true picture of that neglect is de- 
tailed in the report, too. As long ago as 
1913, Dr. Y. H. Yarbrough, now senior 
consulting psychiatrist at the hospital, 
recommended many of the same things 
which the current report calls for. Many 
of these were repeated by the Medical 
Association of Georgia in 1916, 1919, 1921, 
1926, 1938, 1943, 1945, 1952, 1954, 1956 
and 1958. 

Except for providing additional physi- 
cal facilities to lock up more people, the 
most essential recommendations for 
treatment of patients have never been 
followed. “The basic and vitally im- 
portant points made by Dr. Yarbrough 
in 1913 still remain to be accomplished, 
the report says. 

‘In 1843 when Milledgeville State 
Hospital opened its doors to its first pa- 
tient,” the report adds, “ ‘asylum for 
lunatics’ was the common denomination 
of such institutions. This attitude toward 
the mentally ill persists today.” 

The doctors are right. We must 
change our attitude, as so many states 
have done. Millions of dollars spent on 
buildings will not accomplish the job. 

The report calls it “false economy 
to spend less than $2.50 per day for cus- 
todial care of patients. They suggest 
that spending as much as $40 a day for 
90 days of expert, intensive treatment 
which would produce a cure is far less 
expensive than $2.50. a day for life. 

Professional and dedicated staff mem- 
bers have been limited in their work by 
the lack of interest of the people of 
Georgia and the indifference of the 
state. Control has been exercised by a 
“hard core” of persons who have not 
understood the need for changing the 
basic approach to treatment of the men- 
tally ill. 

Under the old system the top respon- 
sibility has rested with a man, the re- 
port declares, whose report to the people 
required him to account not for best 
treatment of the mentally ill but for the 
least possible expense. 

Yes, indeed, every Georgian should 
read this report. If they do, we are 
certain it can contribute to changes which 
will relieve our shame and make us 
proud. 

We on The Constitution are proud of 
the able, honest job of reporting done by 
Jack Nelson, who “broke” the original 
stories, now confirmed. Our one hope is 
that the reforms they have-inspired will 
be real and enduring.

In case you are not “hep” to what 
has been happening, in Memphis, in the 
Atlanta’ environs, in the city schools, 
students have engaged in premeditated 
boycotts of the lunchroom. The motiva- 
tion has been more the exuberance of 
springtime than the ubiquitous complaint 
about the institutional menu. 

At least one boycott promoter in At- 
lanta has been suspended. 

A more fitting sentence might be to 
sentence him to carry his lunch in a 
pail—cold biscuits, cold molasses and fat- 
back for two weeks, with no relief. 

That would “larn” him about the 
good old days when no hot lunch was 
served and all students had dinner from 
a bucket or a paper sack.

Gain in Farm Income 


Is Remarkable Feat 


Georgia’s rise to third place in the 
nation in realized net per farm income 
during the past 10 years reflects credit 
upon individual farmers, the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service and others who 
had a hand in making the feat possible. 

The predominant factor in the 
achievement was the tremendous expan- 
sion of the livestock and broiler indus- 
tries. Row crops continue to be less 
profitable than the latter two. 

Even with the welcome increase of 
48 per cent in over-all operations, the 
farm picture is far from rosy. The 48 
per cent gain means that the average 
net income of farmers advanced from 
$1,283 to the present $1,906, which still 
compares poorly with profits realized in 
most other fields of endeavor. 

There is less and less opportunity for 
small-scale operators in agriculture. Like 
it or not, they are well on the way out. 
The increase in average income for the 
most part is attributable to the large pro- 
ducers. 

All told, the gain made in net in- 
come is the result of such factors as 
increased efficiency, mechanization and 
diversification. 

It is a remarkable accomplishment in 
view of all the farmer has to contend 
with, paramount of which is an un- 
realistic national farm policy.

United States, Russia, Great Britain Urged 
To End Nuclear Tests Before It’s Too Late 


Atlanta—The news that ‘from 
50 to 100’’ persons each year for 
the next 70 years will develop 
bone cancer in this country as 
a direct result of radioactive 
fallout from nuclear tests con- 
ducted since 1952 would make 
the gentle, peace-loving Albert 
Einstein turn over in his grave. 

The statement was made by 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
Dr. Charles Dunham, head of the 
AEC’s Division of Biology and 
Medicine, who should know what 
he is saying. 

Dr. Dunham revealed that in 
the next generation about 650 to 
1,000 children will be born with 
“tangible genetic effects’’ caused 
by fallout and that fallout will 
cause several times that number 
of still births and lesser effects. 

This is news to me. It looks 
as if in.the past the AEC has 
followed a policy of deliberately 
misleading the people by playing 
down this fallout issue. 

The United States, Russia and 
Great Britain have deposited 
more than 100 megatons of radio- 
active poisons in the atmosphere 
in the past few years. 

How many children in other 
lands will be affected similarly? 

God only knows what’s in 
store for mankind if some sen- 
sible enforceable agreement on 
ending nuclear tests once and for 
all isn’t reached soon at Geneva.

WASHINGTON—Subtle but important changes 
in our attitudes in the world will soon flow 
from the elevation of Christian Herter to secre- 
tary of state. A new day is coming, no matter how earnestly we 
may say there is going to be no alteration in fundamental policies. 
This does not mean a “softness” where once there was strength— 
as in our views toward the Berlin crisis and our nonrecognition of 
Communist China. 


It does not mean that the gentleman could move in a crisis

But it does 
mean that no vital American de- 
cision intimately involving the 
lives and hopes of our allies is 
likely ever again to be made by 
a single man, as Dulles could 
and did make such decisions 

If, in the future, the Ameri- 
can line here and there should 
appear less positive and deter- 
mined, it may well be the 
stronger rather than the weaker 
for this very fact: It will now 
be a line, whatever it is other- 
wise, to which the whole collec- 
tive institution of the American 
government is committed by gen- 
uine conviction and prior concert 
of opinion. Sometimes Dulles 
committed this collective insti- 
tution by acts of foreclosure; he 
simply acted and all simply had 
to go along. 

In a word, we have exchanged 
a devoted, powerful, resolute but 
essentially one-man operation of 
our foreign policy for a no less 
devoted and powerful multi-man 
operation. The Dulles technique 
had the advantage of swift, un- 
hesitant execution. The old 


confidence, plus the utter and 
automatic confidence of a pres- 
idential superior, Eisenhower, 
plus the guarded and rarely 
wholehearted confidence of the 
Democratic Congress. Herter will 
not have quite this degree of self- 
confidence and perhaps not even 
quite the same total and in- 
variable confidence of the Pres- 
ident. But he will have some- 
thing more. 

He will have the full creative 
and cheerful assistance of the 
Democrats, particularly those of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. And these are among 
the ablest men in public life to- 
day, fully capable both of help- 
ing to prepare high policy and 
of gathering support for it at 
home. 

Herter carries the Senate in his 
pocket, as Dulles never could. 
And this, at home or abroad, is 
a weapon whose firepower can- 
not easily be overestimated.

My thoughts have been trailing back across 
several years to those moments when under —_— 
varying circumstances I have talked with people fe 
who were at the end of their ropes. I am thinking of individuals who 
came to me when they were certain that life for them had lost all 
sense of meaning and so were considering ways by which they might 
bring their lives to unnatural conclusions. 

I do not often have sessions 
with persons in such frames of 
mind but I and most pastors read- 
ily recall such occasions in the 
lives of persons with whom we 
have had association. 


In thinking of these persons, 
and I remember distinctly 10 or 
12 of them, I have attempted to 
work out a little formula which 
should help such individuals to 
renew their enthusiasm for liv- 
ing. If we are unwilling to meet 
life head-on and to accept life 
on its own terms, if we are in- 
capable of rising to the demands 
life makes of us and if we falter 
in discouragement and despair, 
then surely none of us will wish 
to live long. 

My suggestions, therefore, are 
three-fold: We must accept life 
gratefully, we must live patient- 
ly and we must move forward 
faithfully. 

If we really consider thought- 
fully the miracle of life, which is 
God’s greatest gift to His chil- 
dren, our petty complaints and 
irritating miseries will seem 
small and insipid. 

We believe God is the Creator 
and Giver of life. If this is true. 
then life is precious. God had 
some wonderful purpose in mind 
when He fashioned the human 
body, mind and spirit. We read 


in the story of Creation that God 
looked upon that which His hands 
had made and called it good. 

To accept life gratefully means 
that we are aware of the won- 
ders and glories of living, the 
newness of each day, the beauties 
which surround us and the human 
heritage we are permitted to 
share. 

Living with gratitude means an 
awareness of the truly fantastic 
wonders of our physical bodies: 
our ability to breathe, the blood 
in our veins, our sensitive ner- 
vous systems, our hands which 
create, ears that hear and eyes 
that see. 

Living gratefully also means 
that we are aware of the fantas- 
tic wonders of our mental lives: 
The power to read with under- 
Standing, to think logically, to cal- 
culate, appraise, enjoy and ap- 
preciate. 

Then, too, to accept life grate- 
fully means that we are aware 
of the fantastic wonders of our 
spiritual lives: Of the heart that 
is humbled in reverence before 
God, of our quests for communi- 
cation with the greater heart of 
the Lord, of souls that hope, as- 
pire and trust. 

Tomorrow I want to consider 
the patience with which we should 
live our lives.

SAN QUENTIN, Calif., 7— 
Elzia Edward Mead, serving his 
seventh prison term, got off to 
a good start Sunday in his sixth 
escape try in 43 years. 

But strength ran out for Mead, 
62 years old and a tuberculosis 
patient, after he had sawed out 
a third floor windor bar and 
hospital. 

“I couldn't go on,”” Mead said. 
“I was pooped. I just ran out of 
gas.” 

Mead carried in his pocket a 
carefully braided bedsheet rope. 
He had planned to descend from 
the roof hand-over-hand on the 
rope. 

Instead he shouted for help in 
the 3:30 a.m. darkness. 


Prison guards rescued him 
from the roof top.

We show an in- 
sufficient appreciation for many 
civic, religious and youth groups 
in the South who are working on 
this problem with considerable 
skill and courage.” 


Butler said people outside the 
South forget the fine work so 
many southerners in Congress are 
doing in the fields of health, 
education, foreign affairs and 
economic policy.

On Link with Psychiatry 


Areas in Which Ministers 


May Aid Mental Care Sought 


By KAY McLEOD 
Southern Presbyterians are being asked to approve 
a study of the “relationship between the ministry of the 
church and the practice of psychiatry.” 


Coming before th 99th Gen-: 


eral Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church, U. S., here on 
Tuesday is a report asking the 
committee on Christianity and 
Health to make a study and re- 
port to next year’s assembly on 
ways in which ministers and doc- 
tors may work together in the 
treatment of mental health pa- 
tients. 

The lack of cooperation and 
understanding between psychia- 
trists and ministers has long dis- 
turbed members of both profes- 
sions. In Georgia, of greatest 
concern is the fact that the state 
mental hospital at Milledgeville 
does not employ a single chap- 
lain. 


REPORT DUE TUESDAY 


To be acted upon Tuesday is 
a report of the Presbyterian com- 
mittee declaring, ““There can be 
no justifiable reason for irre- 
concilable differences or rejec- 
tions” between doctors and min- 
isters. “The best interests of 
patients will be served only in 
proportion to increased under- 
standing and cooperation between 
pastors and doctors.” 


The report brands as “miscon- 
ception” ideas that “healing in- 
evitably follows faith; that suf- 
fering is always contrary to God's 
will; that sickness is always 
caused by sin (and) that modern 
medicine has superceded the 
church’s ministry of healing.” 


SPEAK FOR JUSTICE 


The current racial crisis calls 
upon Christians “to speak of 
justice for all men,” a North 
Carolina minister told the as- 
sembly Sunday morning. 


Dr. E. Lee Stoffel, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, 
Charlotte, N. C., said the church 
must act as a “healing and help- 
ing factor . . . certainly we shall 


not accomplish everything over- 


night (but) we are called to pa- 
tient witness, sacrificial giving, 
the sowing of good seed—and 
waiting upon the Lord of the 
harvest.”

When You Are 


in a Party Rut, 


Serve Salad in Cheese Baskets

Fruit salad, rolls, iced coffee 
and custard pie are a time- 
honored combination for a 
ladies luncheon. They are a 
mouth-watering combination too, 
but sometimes the party menu 
gets in a rut and a different 
twist to the same idea can save 
the day. 


Instead of rolls, serve the 
salad in little cheese pastry 
baskets. They’re pretty, and so 
good to eat. Mayonnaise makes 
the shortening for the pastry, so 
you simply stir all ingredients 
together, and roll it out. Pre- 
pare them early or even a day 
ahead and store them in a tight- 
ly covered tin. 


Fill the baskets just before 
you call your guests to the 
table. Canned fruit cocktail can 
be used if the salad is to be 
done simply, but fresh fruit 
works just as well. Orange sec- 
tions add tart fresh flavor and 
delicious cooked dressing mixed 
with sour cream blends the 
fruits excellently. Serve the 
mixture very thoroughly chilled 
for best flavor; spoon it into the 
pastry and add the basket han- 
dies, baked separately. 


To round out the menu, serve 
fresh asparagus spears wrapped 
in thin ham slices, and topped 
with a creamy mushroom sauce.

U.S. Income 
At Rate of 
}| 375 Billion 


Record Earnings 
Of °58 Carry On 
(Copyright 1957, The New York Times Co.) 

WASHINGTON — The Depart- 
ment of Commerce announced 
Sunday that the national income 
rose to a record annual rate of 
$375,000,000,000 in the last quar- 
ter of 1958. 


Although this surpassed the 
previous quarterly high, the an- 
nual rate of $368,700,000,00 in 
1957’s third quarter, the figure for 
all of 1958—$360,800,000,000—was 
under 1957's $364,000,000,000. The 
recession was the reason. 


Corporate profits before tax 
were $37,000,000,000 in 1958, about 
$7,000,000,000 less than in 1957. 


ADVANCE CONTINUES 
However, profits recovered well 
in the second half of last year, 
and the fourth quarter seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $45,000,- 
000,000 was the highest since early 
1957. 


Data reaching the department’s 
Office of Business Economics 
shows an additional advance in 
profits and some other national in- 
come components in the opening 
quarter of this year. 


Despite the drop in profits in 
1958, net dividend payments were 
about the same as in 1957, the an- 
nouncement said. The payout ratio 
of dividends to profits rose to 68 
per cent for 1958 as a whole as 
compared with 57 per cent for 
1957 and 52 per cent for 1956. 


WAGES, SALARIES UP 


Wages and salaries and other 
payments to employes in 1958 
were $253,800,000,000. They were 
$254,600,000,000 in 1957. Employe 
earnings rose in the last half of 
1958 and were at an annual rate 
of more than $265,000,000,000 in 
the first quarter of this year, the 
department estimated. 


Farm income showed a substan- 
tial gain in 1958, increasing $2,- 
500,000,000 to exceed $14,000,000,- 
000 for the year. 


Business and professional in- 
come was slightly off in 1958 but 
has advanced since the second 
quarter of last year. Farm in- 
come, however, has been slipping

Singer Lillian Roth—victor -in 
one of the world’s most publicized 
battles against alcoholism—lists 
five major factors as instrumental 
in her return to reality. 


They were God, her public, the 
press, Alcoholics Anonymous and 
husband Burt McGuire. She 
didn’t specify the order of im- 
portance, but it was McGuire who 
served as her sponsor when she 
took the first step toward a come- 
back by voluntarily seeking out 
a chapter of AA. 


As recounted in her best- 
selling autobiography, ‘I'll Cry 
Tomorrow,” Miss Roth was a 
star at 5, the toast of Broadway 
and Hollywood before she was 
20 and a confused girl who let a 
million dollars slip through her 
fingers before she was 30. For 
16 years, alcohol had her on 
the ropes. Then she began te 
fight back. 


The public first became aware 
of her story on TV’s “This Is 
Your Life” in 193. In 1955, 
Metro bought the rights to her 
book and made the Roth story a 
vehicle for Susan Hayward, who 
received an Academy Award nom- 
ination—but no Oscar—for her 
portrayal. 

Lillian began to pick up the 
shattered fragments of her show 
business career with more than a 
little trepidation and was happy to 
discover one very important fact: 


“The public is a mice jury 
when you tel] them semething 
truthfully.”

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Hungarian Girl Fled Reds 


REFUGEE 


By DICK GRAY 


A pretty, blond hungarian girl 
—who grew up in the chaos of 
World War II and fled to this 
country after the 1956 revolution 
—is dancing in Atlanta this week. 


She’s billed as Countess Natasa, 
one of the exotic dancers at the 
Anchorage. She’s buxom, beauti- 
ful, poised and talented—with big 
eyes and small costumes. 


Three years ago, she had never 
seen America, never watched a 
striptease act and never dreamed 
that such things would enter her 
life. 

SHE HAD BEEN an acrobatic 
dancer and ballerina since age 8. 
She was a gymnast on the Hun- 
garian Olympic team. Most of her 
family died in the war, and her 
husband was killed in the revolu- 
tion. 


A month after the Russians 
quelled Hungary’s bid for free- 
dom, Natasa’s  refugee-laden 
plane landed at cold, dreary Camp 
Kilmer, N.J. She was 21 years 
old, all alone in a strange coun- 
try. She spoke no English. 


TODAY, HER ENGLISH is very 
adequate, brightly colored with a 
heavy Hungarian accent and dec- 
orated with the jazz idiom—terms 
and phases picked up in the clubs 
in which she’s worked. 


“Semetimes I say words, I 
don’t know vat they mean,” 
she admits with a smile. “My 
bey friend get angry once ven 
I call him a name I hear the 
emcee say in a joke.” 

How did Natasa get from a 
refugee camp in New Jersey to a 
night club in Atlanta? 

She was one of a group of 
refugees who went to Canton, 
Ohio, to begin their new lives. 
For one year, she was a cook.
